Ordering Standard Parts ; ; 
The ps line name and model will determine which catalog to use. 


Each mechanism is made up of a group of parts that work together to 
perform a function(s). This includes both moving parts and parts that 
are used to mount or control the moving parts, eg. screws, mounting 
brackets, pivots, ete. 


To locate a part, first determine the mechanism in which it functions, 
then locate the mechanism by using the contents page. Note the mecha- 
nism code number, then find the part in the illustration and note the 
reference number. With this mech. code/ref. no., locate the part 
number and price in the Part Number/Price List. 


Different Product Level Parts

Remove top cover and tilt machine up. Insert (2) spacer legs in (2) 
front cutouts of sound deadening material, position over holes in 
bottom cover.
